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What is the Buddha Dal Puratan Gutka Sahib? 


This manuscript is an old manuscript of the ‘Khalsa Nitnem’ kept by the 
Nihang Singhs, officially known as the Shiromani Khalsa Panth Akali, 
Buddha Dal, Panjva Takht, Chakarvarti, Chalda Vahir, Vishav, the central 
organisation of the Akali Nihang Singhs. 


The Gutka Sahib is a breviary or Pothi Sahib (hymn book), it contains 
mainly compositions that are invocations to the Adi Shakti by Guru Gobind 
Singh Ji from the famous compositions from within the sacred Sri Dasam 
Granth Sahib Ji, and rare compositions like the Ugradanti Sahib, and 
Bhagauti Astotra Sahib, officially called Sri Sahib ji ki Ustati. These 
compositions are found in the Takht Patna Sahib sarup of Dasam Granth 
Sahib Ji, said to be compiled by Akali Nihang Baba Dip Singh Ji in 1698 AD, 
which contains daskhat or handwritten folios by the Tenth Master. This 
whole recension was later copied by Giani Sukha Singh Ji of Takht Patna 
Sahib.

This puratan Gutka Sahib contains the details of the Akhand Path Sahib said 
to Bhai Nand Lal Ji by Guru Gobind Singh Ji Maharaj (see folio 304a) and 
information about the Rahit of the Khalsa said to Bhai Prahlad Singh Ji by 
Guru Kalgidhar Ji. This contains the importance of Guru Panth and Guru 
Granth Sahiban. The maryada of 125000 mul mantra and its associated 
rituals are found (folio 342a) in the Sharda Puran said to Bhai Nand Lal ji. 
When we check the Tankhanama of Bhai Nand Lal we see that extra lines 
are missing from the modern Buddha Dal gutka like ‘Sava lakh se ik laroa’. 


For the benefit of the Sikh Sangat and scholars alike this Gutka Sahib has 
been photographed and presented for the first time. This was requested by 
Bhai Amardeep Singh Ludhiana, Punjab. I am thankful to him for his 
questions and support in both good and bad times. I dedicate this service to 
my parents, my sisters, my whole family and especially all my seven 
children. 
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What is its history? 


According to the oral tradition of the Buddha Dal it was written in the Court 
of the Tenth Guru by scribes. It was passed down with each head of the 
Buddha Dal, until it was taken by a Giani to be studied, and where | got the 
opportunity to digitise it. It was probably written between 1696/97 AD - 
1708 AD. The archaic Chandi di Var within it suggests an earlier than later 
date, so probably around 1698 AD plus its similarity with the famous Patna 
Sahib sarup.

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Why and when do we do it? 


This nitnem is especially important for all Sikhs, and to recite it daily is 
important for all Khalsa Sikhs, in fact Nihang Singhs read most of this as a 
part of their amritvela Nitnem. There are spiritual reasons why it is read 
and one has to go to a recognised teacher from within the Nihang Singh 
Khalsa to learn about this. Some of the benefits are as follows: 


Dasam bani - Is for knowledge of the world, bhagti, and to create bravery 
and warrior spirit (Bir ras). 

Rahitname - Are the codes of conduct for the Khalsa, to Keep in a physical 
and mental discipline. 

Sharda Puran - Maryada of how to do bhagti on naam and bani, Akhand 
Path, and its effects. 

Karninama - For mystical powers to foresee the future. 

Nasihatnama - To learn how to rule and command justly.
